A dispatch from Bethany Park in 
the Indianapolis Star today says: 
The feature of today’s program at 
Bethany was the address of Congress­ 
man James K. Watson delivered at 11 
o’clock this morning in the tab ernacle 
b efore a large audience. 
He took for 
his sub ject “ The Fatherhood of God 
and the Brotherhood of Man. ” 
“ I b elieve,” said the speaker, “ that 
all through history runs one divine 
purpose. 
This purpose is the father­ 
hood of God and the b rotherhood of 
mao. 
For long ages inklings of this 
idea are to b e found. 
Charles Martel 
b attled to uphold it, b ut no country 
succeeded in emb odying it in its con­ 
stitutions until America came to the 
front and declared that all men were 
equal. ” 
In speaking of the reform measures 
instituted in this country Mr. Watson 
said; “ The reform movement is not 
against wealth, b ut against the ab uses 
of wealth. 
Wealth 
is a necessity. 
Wealth b uilds railroads, shops, factor­ 
ies, operates mines and furnishes lab or. 
It is not a tirade against wealth, b ut 
a well defined and determined senti­ 
ment that great comb inations and in­ 
terests shall not 
overide American 
rights. 
It is not the government’s 
place to right these wrongs directly, 
b ut through the higher education of its 
people. 
I b elieve in the idea that the 
less we are governed the b etter we are 
governed. 
If the States would 
do 
their duty and pass the proper measures 
there would b e no necessity of such 
concentration of power in Congress. 
The great lack of the American peo­ 
ple is individual integrity and person­ 
al honor."

The wheat crop in Rush county is 
not coming up to the standard of 
former years, and few farmers are 
heard b oasting of an enormous yield 
this season. 
The partial crop failure is due to 
the continued rain, and as one eleva­ 
tor man expressed it today, “ They 
cut ¿heir wheat b efore it was ripe." 
At one elevator yesterday 100 loads 
were received, and the wheat that 
came in late and that which is coming 
in today is 
reported much b etter. 
Many hundreds of dollars were lost 
b y the farmers this season in having 
their wheat threshed when 
it was 
yet damp. 
The wheat on a whole is grading up 
poorly, and will show a loss of from 
one fourth to one third the usual crop. 
But the farmers have had over “ ten 
years of feast” and can well stand the 
slight financial loss this year.

Coptic Priest Declared Last 


Night That Blacks Should 


Go Back to Africa

The ex-Coptic priest, a b lack Jew, 
who has b een in this city for two 
days and who deiivars a free lecture 
tonight at St. Paul’s M. E. church on 
“ Ab yssinian 
People, 
Religion and 
History, and the Moral, Spiritual and 
Commercial Issues of the Whites and 
Blacks in the F uture," spoke to a 
large audience of colored people in 
the Second M E. church last night 
on ‘' Shall „the Blacks go Back 
to 
Africa?" 
He handled the sub ject in a master 
ly way, and while it was possib ly foo 
pedantic for the auditors to readily 
grasp a clear conception, it was a 
treat. 
During the course of the ad­ 
dress, the Ab yssinian said in p a rt: 
“ The present age of man is one of 
psychological intermit to the differen 
tiation of his moral, spiritual and 
educational 
operations. 
The 
time 
has surely come when the fittest of all 
physical 
organisms 
must 
snrvive, 
which survival is the 
outcome of 
spiritual operation in natural Otflers, 
orders relative chiefly to the highest 
of 
all 
physical 
organisms, 
man. 
Those humanitarians zealous in the 
propagation of moral lib erty to the 
weaker, must not confuse this lib erty 
with the political intricacies of a na­ 
tion ; for the contrib ution of political 
lib erty to the weaker necessitate a 
difficulty of careful 
study. 
Iz the 
annals of histrionic truths, God has 
always made use of the stronger and 
more englightened to demonstrate an 
authority 
over 
the 
ignorant 
and 
w eaker; which authority tended to 
have moulded the inferior to a higher 
plane of civilization, and fit them for 
the occupation of future hab itations. 
It was the Hamitio or dark race in 
Egypt and 
Ab yssinia’s indub iously 
great lands that contrib uted a 
civil 
and political conception to Israel's 
people 
in 
the 
moral 
b ondage of 
theirs. 
And who 
will doob t that 
God’s intention suffered them to have 
departed 
from 
Palestinian soil to 
find a higher form of temporal civili­ 
zation, so that when they shall have 
b ecome perfect they were to return 
and found a newer government on the 
b asis of their previous rulers. 
“ This same lesson can b e applied to 
the negrctea; when the ships sailed 
o’er seas laden with deb ased and b ar­ 
b arous 
b eings 
from 
the 
western 
shores of Africa, a supernatural Pres­ 
ence kept watch over them ; when, 
after centuries of b ondage and b rutal 
force was applied, illegal miscegena­ 
tion b egan, the 
same gupematural 
Presence stopped these ab uses with a 
b loody 
atonem ent; in the 
present 
agitation, the same Presence scorns a 
Vardanian, despises a Tilman, pities a 
Thomas 
Dixon, and 
their diab olic 
satyrs; in the social and political op­ 
positions as tendered to these peoples 
the same Presence accepts ; in the con­ 
trib ution of moral and spiritual sup­ 
port for his b etterment, this Presence 
b lesses; yea, when this his b enefactor, 
the superior race he lives among shall 
have f 
seeen the evolution of b is 
throng 
a many avenues, this potent 
Preseuo 
all move the hearts of those 
touched with higher ideals and en­ 
trusted with his moral, educational 
and spiritual cares, to raise a stan­ 
dard, which standard on yon b anks of 
the Congo river and 
Guinean gulf 
shall fly, and these descendants of 
slavery founding 
among their own 
people a government, shall then un­ 
derstand why w ire they taken away 
from home 
to other 
parts of the 
world."

the penitentiary or the gallow s staring 
him in the face. He has gone through 
an experience probably unprecedented 
in this country.

Col., Aug. 1.—All 
suspicion against Amos K. Rumbaiigh, 
as the slayer of Miss ¡.aura M atthews, 
was rem oved through the verdict of 
the coroner's jury yesterday. The ver­ 
dict reads; 
"W e, the jury. Im panelled 
to Inquire into the cause of death of 
L aura M atthews, find that she came 
to her death from gunshot wounds 
inflicted with suicidal intent.** 
This 
verdict was rendered after the jury 
had been out exactly thirty m inutes. 
An inquest was later held over the 
rem ains of Amos R. Rumba ugh, who 
shot him self through the head Mon­ 
day. 
The verdict was th a t he came 
to his d«arh by his own hand. 
Sus­ 
picion for a tim e pointed to Rum- 
baugh as having caused the death of 
Miss M atthew s because of his appar* 
ent infatuation for the young woman 
and his failure to appear a t the in­ 
quest as a w itness. 


Chicago, Aug, 1.—C, A. Coey, who 
has been prom inently m entioned in 
the developm ents following the sui­ 
cide of Laura M atthews a t Colorado 
Springs, held a conference with Mrs. 
Jennie M atthews, the m other of the 
girl, who has arrived here from Kan­ 
sas City. 
At the conclusion of their 
interview’ both of them declared that 
in their opinion, the girl bad been 
m urdered. 
Coey declared th at he had 
traced the telegram said to have been 
sent to him by Miss Tillie Green, the 
nurse of Miss M atthews, and was sat­ 
isfied that she did not send It. 
He 
further said: 
"I 
believe 
that 
Miss 
M atthew's 
death is a plain case of m urder. 
In 
my opinion Rum baugh com m itted th«’ 
deed and sent a telegram calculated 
to throw strong suspicion on me as 
being the cause of the girl’s suicide. 
About ten «lays ago 1 wrote Miss M at­ 
thews a cheerful letter and she was 
talking of returning to Chicago. Rum 
baugh was evidently afraid of losing 
the girl.*’ 
Mrs. M atthew s absolutely refused 
to accept »he theory of suicide. 
An 
hour before receiving the telegram 
announcing the girl’s death she had 
received a letter from her daughter 
which was evidently w ritten 
while 
in good spirits.

The United S ta b s thinks that the 
five-year period will be sufficient to 
give rise to new problems, but

ready to accept the seven-year period 
as suggested by Great 
Britain, es­ 
pecially with the clause providing for 
an extraordinary convocation of the 
conference before the fixed time in 
the event of grave developments re­ 
quiring it. 
The general attitude of Great Bri­ 
tain, 
which 
particularly in 
all 
the 
propositions regarding naval warfare, 
seems only preoccupied towards pro­ 
tecting herself against Germany, is 
causing 
many 
comments. 
On 
the 
question of contraband Great Britain 
was abandoned by all her allies, as 
France voted against the proposition, 
while Spain 
abstained from voting. 
Great Britain therefore found herself 
supported only by small countries. 
Germany 
and 
the 
United 
States 
again were in line against Great Bri­ 
tain on this subject, strengthening the 
belief that their co-operation in the 
conference may lead to more impor­ 
tant understandings on m atters out­ 
side the conference. 
Roth the United States and Great 
Britain have agreed on the amend­ 
ment to the American proposition re­ 
garding the establishm ent of a gener­ 
al court of arbitration, in which any 
contracting power may withdraw* from 
the agreem ent upon six m onths’ no­ 
tice, but this must not be Interpreted 
as affecting the principle of the prop­ 
osition, or the intent of its application. 
The amendment m erely was inspired 
by the apparent uselessness of es­ 
tablishing such period of notification 
for as long as a year, considering the 
modern means of communication.

My instructor told me 
that to l»e able to feel them I must file 
the skin of my thumb down to the 
quick and wear a kid cap on the 
thumb. 
This l did, and the slightest 
touch would give me the denomination 
of the card. 
As to the pack used, I 
found packs similar to those Mr. Cor­ 
dery kept on hand and surreptitiously 
substituted my marked cards for hLs. 
Well, I won nil Mr. Cordery*s belong­ 
ings— they were not large- and made 
him a pauper. 
I am aw are that in 
cases of this kind, especially in plays, 
the next step would be for the loser to 
put up his daughter for a stake. But 
since this was a real case no such 
thing occurred. Mr. Cordery borrowed 
a small sum from one of the party, 
which I promptly won. Then he bor- 
rowed of me, and I won w hat I had 
lent him. 
lie borrowed more, and I 
won that. 
Finally he gave up tho 
struggle aud shut him self up for three 
days.
